Cannot maruell ynough whereof it commeth 

that all of vs are more mooued by iniuries then 

4 by benefites : and that we take the one ſo much 

too hearte imprinting them in our remembraunce, 
and forget the other ſo ſuddaynely. Truely wee can- 
fot denie , but that among ſo many other imper- 
fections where with wee are vnhappily defiled , wee 
haue alſo taken this, of the greate corruption and 
maymedneſſe of our earthly and tranſitorie humane 
nature, wherein there cannot be imagined any thing 
more vnconuenient nor more hurtefull, than re- 
prochefull vnthankfulneſſe, whiche a man might 
rightly terme the welſpring of all Vices. For by it our 
myndesarefodrawne away and peruerted, that the 
more wee bee beſette rounde aboute, and loden with 
the benefites of GOD our Soueraigne Father, ſo 
muche the more become wee blockiſhe,and as it were 
diſtraught and out of our wits, running after our own 
luſts and vanities, wherthrough (as though wee had 
drunłe of the Riuer Lethe, ) we forget our ſelues, and 
miſſpende our whole time, buſying our heades like li- 
tle Children that goe ſeeking of pinnes in the Sande, 
whereaboute they are ſo wholly occupied, that al-

It ſeemeth 
that man hath great cauſe to complayne, 
that(without any reaſon why) hee is con- 
ceaued and boꝛne in ſinne, andinthe wic⸗ 
kednes of his parents, by meanes of who, 
death reigneth ouer all men. But nowe is 
all our ſoꝛow taken away, in as muthe as 
bya like meane (without any occaſion ge⸗ 
uen on our behalfe)righteouſnes and euer⸗ 
laſting life are tome by Jeſus Chziſte, 
and by him death is ſlaine, whefeof Saint 


Paul maketha very godly diſcourſe; which 


J purpoſe too ſetdowne here following. 
TUherkoꝛe (faith he) like as by one man, ſin 
entred into the world, e death by inne: e⸗ 
ten ſo death went ouer al men, fozaſmuch 
as al men haue ſinned, Foz vntil the law, 
ſinne was in the woꝛlde: but ſinne was 
not regarded as long as there was no law. 
Neuerthelatter death reigned —Y 


* 
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vnto Moyſes,cuenoner them alſo that ſin- 
ned not after the like manner of the tranſ- 
greſſion of Adam, who was a figure of him 
that was to come. But yet the gift is not fo 
as is the offence : ſoꝛ if thꝛough the oſlence 
of one, man be dead: much moꝛe the grate 
of God, and the gift by grace which is by 
one man Jeſus Chꝛiſte, hath abounded vn- 
to many. Neither is p; gift fo as that which 
entred in by one that ſinned. Fo? the fault 
came of one offence vnto condem nation, 
but ygift is of many offences to iuſtiſicati⸗ 
on. Foz 1f bythe offeceof one, death reigned 
th2ough one: much moꝛe ſhall they which 
recetue the abundance of grace and of the 
gift of righteouſneſſe, reigne in lite thꝛough 
one, that is, Jeſus Chꝛiſt. Likewiſe then, 
as by the offence of one, that fault came on 
al men to condẽ nation, ſo by the righteoul⸗ 
neſſe of one, the benefite abounded toward 
all men to the iuſfification of life. Foꝛ as 
by one mans diſobediẽce many were made 
ſinners:ſo by the obedience of one ſhal ma⸗ 
ny alſo bee made righteous. Moꝛeouer the 
lawe entred therevpon, that the offence 
ſhould abound: neuertheleſſe where ſinne 
abounded , there grate abounded muche 
moꝛe, that as ſin 3 vnto

maks ſinne knowne: which ſinne we doe 
alſo knowe, not to be of greater foꝛte than 
Chꝛiſtes righteouſneſſe, wherethzough we 
be iuſtiſied befaze God. Foꝛ euen as Jeſus 
Chzift is ſtronger than Adam was t lo is 
his righteonſneſſe moꝛe mightie than the 
ſinne of Adam. And if the ſinne of Adam 
was ſufficient enough to make al mon ſin⸗ 
ners and childꝛe n of wꝛath without any 
miſdeedes of our owne: muche moze ſhall 
ꝛiſtes righteouſneſſe be of greater fozce 
to make vs all righteous and the childꝛen 
of grace , without any of our owne good 
woꝛkes: which cannot be god, vnleſle that 
befoze we doe them, we our ſelues be made 
god, as Auguſtine alſo affirmeth. Yereby 
a man may know in what errour they bee 
who by reaſon of ſome great offerice , de- 
ſpaire of Gods god wil, imagining that he 
is not willing to foꝛgeue, couer, and par⸗ 
don al ſinne, hauing already puniſhed and 
chaſtized all our ines and iniquities in 
his 
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his olone onely begotten and dearly belo⸗ 
ned ſonne, and conſequently graunte da 
generall pardon to all mankinde, which e⸗ 
uery body eniopeth that belteueth the go⸗ 
ſpel, that is to ſap, which beletueth the hap. 
py tidings of the Apoſtles haue publiſhed 


thꝛough the whole woꝛld, ſaping : Me be- Cen. ? 


ſeeche you foꝛ Jeſus Chꝛiſtes ſake , be ves 
reconciled vnto GD D ; foꝛ he that neuer 
knew ſinne, was made a ſacrifice fo2 our 
finne,that we might become righteous in 
him. The pꝛophet Eſay fo2ſremng this great 
godneſſe of God, wꝛiteth theſe heauenly 
woꝛdes, Which doe ſo well paint out the 
paſſion of our Loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and the 
cauſe thereof, as it is not to be founde bet⸗ 
ter deſcribed, eut in the wꝛitings of the A- 
poſtles. Wlho(ſaith he) wil belceue our res 
poꝛt, and to whom is the arme of the Koꝛd 
reuealed? But her ſhatl growe vpp befoꝛe 
him as a bꝛanch, and as a roote out of a dꝛy 


grounde. her hath neither foꝛme noꝛ beau⸗ 


tie: when weer ſhall ſe him, there ſhalbs 
no fourme that wee ſhoulde deſire Hym 2 
Her is deſpiled and reiected of men, he is a 
man tull ot ſoꝛrowes, and hath experience 
of inirmitie, wer hidde as itwere our fa- 
tes from him: he was deſpiſed and wee 
* 84 _ eſfeemed 
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eſteemed him not. Durely hee hath boꝛne 
our inſirmities and carried our ſozrowes, 
vet we did iudge hun as plagued and ſmit⸗ 
ten of God, t humbled: but he was woun⸗ 
ded fo2 our tranſgreſſions: he was bꝛoken 
fo2 our iniquities. The chaſtiſement ot our 
peace was vpon him, and with his ſtripes 
we are healed. All we like ſherpe haue gone 
aſtray: wee haue turned euerꝝ one to his 
owne wap, and the Loꝛde hath laide vpon 
him the iniquitie of vs all: he was oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed and he was afflicted, yet did he not open 
his mouth, Ye is bꝛought as a ſheepe to the 
flaughter , t as a ſhepe befoze the ſhearer 
is dumme, ſo he openeth not his mouth, O 
great vnkindneſſe! O thing abhominable 
that we, which pꝛofeſſe cur ſelues Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, and heare that the ſonne of God hath 
taken all our ſinnes vpon him, and waſhed 
them out with his pꝛetious blod, ſuffering 
himſelfe to bee faſtened too the Croſſe fo 
sur ſakes; ſhoulde neuertheleſſe make as 
though we woulde iuſtiſie our ſelues, and 
purchaſe fozgeneneſſe of our ſinnes by our 
owwne wozkes : as who woulde ſay, that 
the deſertes, righteouſneſſe and blodſhed 
of Jeſus Chailte were not enough too doe 
if; vnlelſe we came to put too our wazkes 

| any 
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and righteouſneſſe which are altogether 
defiled and ſpotted with ſelfe lone, ſelfeli⸗ 
king, ſelfpꝛofite, and a thouſande other va⸗ 
nities, fo2 which wee haue neede to craue 
pardon at Gods hand, rather then reward. 
Neither doe we thinke of the thꝛeatnings, 
which S. Paule vſeth to the Galathians, 
who hauing bene deceiued by falſe Pꝛea⸗ 

chers, beleeued not that the Zuſtification 
by fapth was ſufficient of it ſelfe, but went 
about ſfil to be made righteous by thelaw. 
Unto whom S. Paule ſaith : Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
ſhall nothing p2ofite you that iuſtiſie your 
ſeluss by the law: foz you bee falne frem 
grace,becaule that we thꝛough the ſpirit of 
fayth wayt foz the hope of righteouſneſſe. 


Now if the ſeckingofrighteouſneſle e fo2- an excellent 
giueneſſe of ſinnes by the keeping of the compariſon 


law which G O D gaue vpon mount Si- Iro 
nat with lo greate gloꝛie and maieſtie, bee own wozks: 


the denping of Chꝛiſte and of his Grate: 

what ſhall wee ſay to thoſe that will needs 
iuſtific themſelues afoze God, by theyꝛ 
owne lawes and obſeruances 2 J woulde 
withe that ſache folkes ſhoulde a little 
compare the one with the other , and af- 
ter warde gene Judgement themſelues. 
Een to doe that honour, no: 
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to geue that glozy to his owne lawe, x yet 
they will haue him too geue it tod mens 
lawes and oꝛdinances. But that honour 
is geuen onely to his onely begotten ſonne, 
who alone by the ſacrifice. ofhis death and 
paſſion,hath made full amendes foz al our 
ſinnes paſt, pꝛeſent, and to come, as Saint 
Paule and Saint John declare. Mherfoze 
as often as we apply this ſatiſfaction of Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſts, vnto our ſoules by fayth ; out 
of all doubt we obteine foꝛgeueneſſe of our 
ſinnes, and become god and righteous be⸗ 
fo:e God, thꝛough his righteouſneſſe. And 
therfoꝛe after that Saint Paule hath ſaid, 
that as touching the righteouſnefle of the 
law, he had liued vnblameable.: he addeth, 
and yet whatſoeuer J haue gained by it, J 
haue accompted in all reſpectes to bee but 
loſſe, foꝛ the loue of Chꝛiſte. And ſpecial⸗ 
ly J eſteæme all thinges to bee loſſe, fo2 the 
excellent knowledge of Jeſus Chꝛiſte my 
Voꝛd, foʒ whom J haue compted all things 
ta bee loſſe, and derme them but as young, 
ſo may J winne Chꝛiſt, and be founde in 
hun, not hauing mine owne righteauſnes 
which is of the lawe, but the righteouſnes 
— is by the fapth ol Jeſus Chꝛiſte, 
— eee is giuen by God, 3 2 
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the rightedulnes ol faith that J may tome 
to the knowledge of Jeſus Chꝛiſt. O molt 
notable woꝛds, which al Chꝛiſtians ought 
to haue engrauen in their hearts, pꝛaping 
God to make them to taſt it perfealp! Log 
howe Saint Paule ſheweth plaine ly, that 
wholoeuer knoweth Chꝛiſte aright, eſtte⸗ 
meth al the woꝛks of the lawe to be hurt- 
full, foꝛſomuch as they make vs tw [warue 
from our truſt in Jeſus Chꝛiſt, too whom 
euery man ought to impute his ſaluation, 
and to truſt onely vnto him alone, And fa 
info2ce this ſentence the moꝛe, he addeth 
further, that he eſteemeth all things but as 
doung, ſo he may gayne Chꝛiſt & he found 
incoꝛpoꝛated in him: declaring therby, that 
whoſoeuer truſteth in his owne wozkes, E 
2etendeth too iuſtiſie himſelfe by them, 
getteth not Jeſus Chꝛilt, nother is engral⸗ 
fed into him, And foꝛalmuch as the whole 
myltery of our faith conſifteth in the truth 
hereof; to the end we might the better vn⸗ 
and what he meant to ſap:he addeth 

and repeteth oftentimes, that he had no⸗ 
thing to do with all the outward iuffifica- 
tion & all d righteduſnes that is grounded 
pon the kepingofthelaw,but y he would 
cloth himſelk with the — 
Me 
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Ood geneth hy fayth to all them that be⸗ 
lens that all our ſinnes are fully chaſtiſed 
and puniſhed in Jeſu Chꝛiſt: and that Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſt (as Saint Paule ſaith) is made 
our wiſedom righteouſneſſe, holineſle, and 
redemption to the end as it is wꝛittẽ) that 
he which wil glozy,ſhouldglozy in p Lozd, 
and not in his owne woozks, Uery true it 
is, that in the holy Scriptures there are 
ſometextes to be found, which beyng miſ⸗ 
vnderſtod, ſeeme to gaineſay this holy do⸗ 
ttrine of Saint Paules, x to attribute iuſti 
fication ę remiſſion of ſinnes vnto works, 
and to charity. But thoſe authoꝛities haue 
already byn well expounded by ſome who 
haue ſhewed plainly that ſuch as haue vn- 
derſfod them in the ſenſe afoꝛeſaid, vnder⸗ 
ſtod them not aright. Wherefoze my deere 
beloued b2cth2en,let vs not folow the fond 
opinions of the bewitched Galathians, but 
rather let vs followe the trueth which 
S. Paule teacheth vs, and let vs geue the 
whole glo2yof our iuſtiſication vnto Gods 
mercie, and to the merites of his Donne, 
who by his owne blodſhed hath ſet vs free 
from the ſoueraintie of the law, and from 
the Tyꝛannv of ſinne and death: and hath 
bꝛought vs into the kingdome ol God, to 
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geue vs life and endleſſe felicitte, J ſay pet 
further, that he hath deliuered vs from the 
dominion ofthe lawe inſomuch as he hath 
geuen vs his holy ſpirit, who teacheth vs al 
truth, e that he hath ſatiſfied the law to the 
ful, ę ginen the ſame ſatiſfactid vnto al his 
members, (that is to wit, to al true Chꝛi⸗

And S. John in his C⸗ 
piſtle ſaith: Meerein appeared the loueof 
John. 4. God towards vs, foꝛ that God is loue, and 
ſent his onely begotten Sonne infoo this 
woꝛlde, that we might liue thꝛough him. 
And herein is loue known, not in that wer 
loued God, but in that he loued vs, and ſent 
his Donne too make attonement fo2 our

But this 
foholy and diuine affiance is gendred in 
our heartes by the wozking of the holy 
Ghoſt, whois communicated vnta vs by 
faith, which neuer goeth without the loue 
of God. And hereof it commeth, that wer 
are pꝛouoked tw doe god wozkes with a 
certaine liuelineſſe and effecual cheerefuls 
nefſe: whereby we gather ſuch a ſtrength 
Etnclination tado them, as we be thꝛough⸗ 
ly ready and foꝛ warde, to doe and to ſuffer 
all intollerable thinges foꝛ the loue and 
gloꝛp of our moſt gracious and mercifull 
father, who hath inriched vs with ſo abun⸗ 
dant grace thdugh Jeſus Chziſte, æ ofhis 
enimies made vs his molt deere. childꝛen. 
This true faith is no ſoner giuen a man. 
but he is by and by indued and ee 
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with a tertain violent loue of god works, 

to ycelde right werte and amiable fruites 

both vnto God, likewiſe vnto his neigh- 

bour, as a verygod and fruitfull tree. And 

it is no moꝛe poſſible that he ſhould ber o⸗ 

ther wile, than it is poſſible that a Faggot 

thould be ſet on fire, and nat calf light un- 

me diatly.

the Stripture ſaieth, that Abzaham belte⸗ Sen. 15. 

ued God, and it was reckoned to hym foꝛ 

righteouſnes. And therefoze he ſaith a ktle 

befo2e ; We beleeue that a man is iuſfified 

by faith without the deedes of the law. And 

in an other place he ſaith: So then in that Rom a. 

time ſhall the remnant be ſaued accoꝛding 

to the election of grate:and if they be ſaued 

by grace, then is it not by wozkes,fo2 then Salat. 3. 

were grace no grace. And to the Galathias 

hee layth, it is a manyfeſt matter, that no 

man becommeth righteous befoꝛe GOD 

by the Lawe, becauſe. the rightcous ly- 

ueth by Faith. And theLawe conſiſfeth 

not in beliefe,but he that perfourmeth the 
thinges

Rom.19. 
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things that the law commandeth,ſhal line 
by that perfoꝛmante. And further be ſaith, 
that a man cãnot become righteous by the 
deedes of the law, but only by belteuing in 
Jefus Chꝛiſte. Againe, a litle after he ſaith 


that it a man can become righteous by the 


law, Jeſus Chꝛiſte dyed in vaine: Pozeo- 
yer to the Romans, making compariſd be⸗ 
twene the righteoulnelle of the law, E the 
righteouſnes ofthe Goſpel , hee ſaith, that 
the one conſiſteth in the doing of woꝛkes, 
and the other in beleruing. Fo2 if thou con⸗ 
fee our Lo2d Jeſus Chꝛiſt w thy mouth, 
and belteue in thy hart that God hathray- 
ſed him vp from death, thou ſhalt be ſaued. 
Foꝛ the beltefeof the heart maketh a man 
righteous, x the confeſſion of pn 
keth him ſafe. Loe how this gw Ter 
S. Paul ſheweth euidently that faith mas 
keth a man righteous without any wozks, 
And not only S. Paul, but allo 5 holy docs 


. _ to2s that came after him, haue confirmed 


and allowed this moſt holy truth ol Juſti⸗ 


A. Auguſtin fication by faith: among whom S. Auguſtin 


is the chiefe, whs in his boke of faith and 
woꝛkes, and in his boke of the Spirit and 
the Lotte att io oe of foriſcos 
chꝛer queſtions; and in his boke'! — 
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po waite fo Boniface, and in his treatiſe 
vpon the rrxi. Plalme, and in many other 
places, defendeth this article, hewingthat 
we berome-righteous by faith without any 
he lpe ol gad wozkes : Yowebeit that good 
wozkes are the effectes of righteouſneſſe,F. 
not the caule al it. And he ſheweth that ths 
wo2des df S. James being ſoundly vnder⸗ 
ffave,are nothing contrary to this article, 
Which thing Origen doth alſo affirme in 'Ozigent 
his a. hoke vpon the Cpiltle to the Romãs 
a1 that S. Paules meaning is, that 
only is ſufficient to make men righ⸗ 
a te omuche that a man becommeth 
1 inn by beleruing, although het 
got drone any god wozke at all. Foz. 
, that p Thert became righteous W- 
e 2 Wezkes of the lam foꝛalmuch as the 
100 ſught.not what god wozkes he had 
0 paſt, noꝛ waited vntil he had 
done any after he had belerued, but hauing 
keptes him fo2 righteous vpon his onely 
confeſſion, twke him fo2 his companion, e⸗ 
yen he ſhoulde enter into Paradiſe , L ike⸗ 
wile „that ſo renowmed* woman in the — loi 
Golpell of S. Luke, while ſhe was af the Luke.6;

S. Baſil 
in his Homilie of humilitie, ſayth that the 

Chnikian ought to holde him ſelfe ſoꝛ righ⸗ 
teous thzough belerle in Jeſus ung 
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his woꝛdes are theſe , The Apoſtle ſayth, 


that he which gloꝛyeth, ſhould gloꝛy in the 
Loꝛd, in that God hath made Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
to be our wildome, righteoulneſſe. holynos 
and redemption, to the end, that hee which 
would glozy, ſhould glozy in the Lo2d, be⸗

Patthewe layth theſe woozdes : The 
Stribes conſidering Jeſus Chꝛiſte but on- 
lp as man, were troubled that a man 
ſhoulde foꝛgeue ſinnes, and pardon that 
thing which the Lawe coulde not doe, be⸗ 
cauſe that only faith iuſtiſieth.

hath determined to accept foꝛ righteousbe- 
foe him, by only faith, withoutany paines 
taking oꝛ obſeruation of the Lam on theyz 
behalfe. Thus ſheweth he the bleſedneſſe 
of the time wherein Chꝛiſt was boꝛne, in⸗ 

ſomuch as the Lo2d himſelfe ſaith: Pany 
cantus men E Pꝛophetes haue ane

fo ſee the things that you ſee , and foheare 
the things that you heare, haue not heard 
them. The ſelflame thing laith 5, Ambroſe 
in erpounding the firlt cap.of the 1. Epiſlle 
to p Coꝛinthians, affirming openly p who⸗ 
ſoeuer belteueth in Jeſus Chꝛiſt, is become 
righteous wout woꝛkes t without any des 
ſert, x receiueth foꝛgiueneſſe ofhis finnes 
by faithalone, Alſo heaffirmeth the ſame 
thing in an Epiſkle which he waiteth to 1- 
renæus, ſaping:let no man boaſt of his oon 
woꝛkes, foꝛ no man becommeth righteous 
by his dune woꝛkes: but he that hath righ⸗ 
teouſneſle hath it of free gift foꝛſomuch as 
he is made righteous by Jeſus Chꝛiſt. Thẽ 
is it faith that deliuereth by Chꝛiſts blod: 
fo: happy is hie whole ſinne is foꝛgeuen t 


parvoned. And S. Bernard in his th2eſcoze S. Bernard 


and ſeuenteene Sermon vppon the Ballet 
of Ballets, cõtirmeth the ſame, ſaping that 
dur dwne merites beareno ſway at all, in 
making vs righteous, which thing mult be 
attributed wholy vnto grace, w maketh vs 
righteous freely, like wiſe diſchargeth vs 
fro the bondage of ſinne.

But bicauſeJ wil not be te 
long, J wyll make an end of mine allega⸗ 
tions, when J haue vttered one very nota⸗ 
ble and god ſaipng ol Saint Ambroſe an 
bis boke intituledof lacob concerning the 
bleſſed life. Theſaide holy manſaith,that 


which yelded a veryſwete ſente., and in 
that wile pꝛeſented him ſelfe to his father, 
fareceiue the bleCing vnder another mis 
te; euen ſo is it 
requiſite foz vs to cloath our ſelues with 
the righteoulnes of Jeſus Chꝛiſt by faith, 
and to ſhzowd our ſelues vnder the diuine 
eee ot our eldeſt bꝛother, if we wyll 

receiued fo2 righteous afo:zg Gad. And 
certainely this is-true. Foꝛ il wer appears 
befoze God vnclothed ot the righteouſneſſe 
of Jeſus Chꝛiſte, out of all doubt we ſhal 
be iudged woꝛthie ol euerlaſting damna⸗ 
tion. But contrariwiſe,yf GD ſee vs 
apparelled with the righteouſneſſe of his 
ſonne Chꝛiſt: the wil he ſurely take vs foꝛ 
righteous, and holy,and wozthy of eternal 
life. And verily it is a great a 
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ſuch as pꝛetende to attaine vnto righteouf- 
nes by p keeping of Gods comandements, 
which are alcompꝛehẽded in louing God, 
with all our heart, with all our ſoule, and 
with all our ſtrength, and dur neighbour 
as our ſelfe. But who is ſo arrogant oꝛ ſo 
madde as to pꝛeſume that he is able to per⸗ 
fourme thoſe commandements to the full: 
Oz who ſeth not that Gods law requireth 
perfect loue, andcondemneth all vnporfect⸗ 
neſſe. Let euerp man conſi der well his 
owne wozkes , which partly ſhall ſteme 
god vnto him, and her ſhall finde that they 
ought rather to be called tranſgreſſions of 
that moſt holy law, accoꝛding alſo as they 
be altogeather vncleane and vnperfect , ſo 
that he mult bee faine to vtter this ſaying 
of Damds, Enter not into iudgemente 
with thy ſeruant O Lo2de,fo2 no man li⸗ 
ning ſhall bee found righteous in thy ſight 
And Solomon ſaith, who is her that may 
ſay, my hearte is cleane? And Job cry- 
eth out, What man is he that can be vnde- 
filed; and what man borne of woman can 
ſhewe him ſelfe righteous? Beholde hee 
found noſtedfaſtneſſe among his Saints, 
yea the heauens are not cleane in his 
light. Howe muche moze abhominable 
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and filthie 1s man, who d2inketh iniquitie 
as it were water? And S. John ſaith, It 
we ſay wer bee without ſinne, wee deceiue 
Sur ſelues. And ſpecially our Sauiour Je⸗ 
lus Chꝛiſte teacheth vs to ſap, as often as 
wee pꝛap, Forgeue vs all our tre ſpaſſes, as 

we torgiue them that treſpaſſe againſt vs, 
And herby map wel be gathered the folly ol 
thoſe make merchãdize of their woꝛzkes⸗ 
pꝛeſuming to ſaue by them, not onely them 
ſelues, but alſo their neighboꝛs: as though 
our Loꝛd Jeſus Chꝛiſte had not ſapd vnto 
them, When ye haue done all that euer is 
commanded you, ſap ve, we be vnpꝛoſita⸗ 
ble ſeruantes, wee haue done but as wee 
ought to doe. Ne ſe that although wee had 
perfourmed Gods lawe to the full, pet ne⸗ 
uertheleſle we ſhoulde eſteeme and cal our 


ſelues vupꝛoſttable ſeruants. owe then 


ſeeing that men are ſo farre oł from this ful 
perfourmance : who is he that darethbe ſo 
bolde as to gloꝛiſie him ſelfe that hee hath 
added ſo great an ouerplus of deſe 

aboue the full meaſure, as he may haue to 
deale abꝛoade vnto others? But to returne 
to our purpoſe, J woulde that the pzoude 
ſinner which beareth him ſelfe in hande 
that hee maketh himlelte righteous _ 
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God by doeing ſome woꝛkes which are al- 
lowable to the wo2ld , would conſider that 
all the wozks which p2oceed out of an vn⸗ 
cleane and foule hearte, are alſo vncleane 
and filthie, and conſequently cannot be ac- 
ceptable vn to God, noꝛ haue any power to 
make the partie righteous, Therefoꝛe wee 
mult firft of all cleanſe the hearte, if wee 
minde that our woꝛkes ſheuld pleaſe God, 
The cleanſing of the hearte pꝛoceedeth 


of faith, as the holy Ghoſt affirmeth by the 


mouth of S. Peter. Then muſt wee not 
ſay that the vnrighteous perſon and the 
ſinner becommeth righteous, god, and ac⸗ 
ceptable vnta God by his oſone wozkes 2 
But wee mult of neceſlitie conclude, that 
faith cleanſeth our hartes, and maketh vs 
god, righteous and acceptable befoꝛe God, 
and furthermo2e cauſeth our wooꝛkes two 
pleaſe him, notwithſtanding that they bee 
altogether vnp ꝛofitable and vnperkect. Fo 2 
in as much as wee be become the childꝛen 
of God th2ough faith: hee conſidereth our 
woꝛkes not as a ſeuere rigoꝛous iudge, 
but as a maſk mercifull father, hauing pit⸗ 
ty ok our fraileneſle, and regarding vs as

And heereupon it 
comineth to paſſe, that all our woozkes 
which pꝛocerde of a true faith, (notwith- 
ſtanding that they be wholy ſinful and'coz- 
rupt of themſclues)ſhall neuertheleſſe bee 
p2ayſed and allowed by Jeſus Ch2iffein 
the generall iudgement, becauſe they bes 


the kruites and Teſtimonies of our faith

whereby wee bee ſaued . Foꝛ inſomuche as 
we haue loued p bꝛethꝛen of Jeſus Chꝛiſt. 
we ſhall ſhew euidently, that wee haue al⸗ 
ſo beene faithfull, and bꝛethꝛen of Chꝛiſte, 
and therefoꝛe by faith, wer ſhall bee put in 
full poſſeſſion of the euerlaſting kingdome 
which our ſoucraigne Loꝛd God hath pꝛe⸗ 
pared foꝛ vs befoꝛe p creating of the woꝛld: 
not foꝛ our merites ſakes, but thꝛough his 
mercy whereby he hath choſen vs, and cal⸗ 
led vs to tge grace of his Goſpel, and made 
vs righteous, to the intent to gloꝛiſie vs e⸗ 
uerlaſtingly with his only begotten ſonne 
Jeſus Chziſte , who is the holineſſe and 
righteouſneſſe of vs, dut not of them which 
wyll not confeſſe that faith is ſufficient - 
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it ſeife too make a man righteous and ac⸗ 
ceptable to the Loꝛd GOD, who thzough 
his fatherly goodnes and louing kindnes, 
offerethand giueth vs Jeſus Chꝛiſte with 
his righteouſneſſe , without any deſert of 
our.owne woꝛks. What thing can woꝛk 
92 cauſe a man too deſerue ſo great a gytte 
and Treaſure as Jeſus Chꝛiſte is? This 
treaſure is geuen only thꝛough the grace, Fo what 
fauour, and mercyfulneſſe of GD D: and — 
only faith is the thing that receinueth ſuche : 
a gift,as to make vs iniop the foꝛgiueneſſe 
of our ſinnes. 

And therfozewhen S.Paul t other Do- 
«02s ſay,that only faith maketh men righ⸗ 
teous without wozkes : they meane, v it 
maketh vs to iniop p general foꝛgeueneſſe 
of our ſinnes, and to receiue Jeſus Chꝛiſt, 
who (as ſaith S. Paul) dwelleth in our gryz,, z. 
heartes by faith.and ouertomming and pa 
tiſiyng the troubles of our conſciences, ſa⸗ 
tiſfieth Gods iuſtice fo2 our ſinnes , Fur⸗ 
thermoze it appeaſeth Gods w2ath iuſtly 
moued againſt vs, quencheth the fyꝛe 
of. Hell, whereinto our naturall cozrup- 
tian did thꝛow vs headlong, and cheereful- 
ly deſtroyeth and auerthꝛoweth the Deuil 
togeather with al his power and tyꝛanny: 
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Which things, all y wozks that aly men 
in the woꝛlde can lay together, are not able 
to deſerue noz to bꝛing to paſſe. That glo- 
ry and that pꝛerogatiue is reſerued alonly 
to the ſonne of God, that is to wit, too the 
bleſſed Jeſus Chꝛiſte, who hath power as 
boue all the powers that are in heauen, in 
earth, and in Hell. and giueth himſelfe and 
his merites, to al ſuch as diſtruſtingin the- 
ſelues doe ſet their whole hope ol being ſa⸗ 
ued, in him and in his merites. And there⸗ 
foꝛe let no man beguile him ſelfe when hee 
heareth it ſaide, that onely fayth wſtifieth 
without wozkes: and think, as falſe chri⸗ 
ſtians doe ( who dꝛawe all thinges to line 
fleſhly) that the true faith conſiſteth in be⸗ 
{emng the bare ſfo2y of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, after 
the lame manner as men belceue the ſtozy 
of Cæſar, oꝛ Alexander. Suche manner 


of beliefe is but an hiſtoꝛicall belief,grouns 


ded meerelp vpon the repozt of men, e vp- 
on their wꝛitinges, e lightly impꝛinted in 
our conceite by a certaine cuſtome, and is 
like to the faith of the Turkes, who foꝛ the 
like reaſons bele&ue the fables of their Al- 
caron. Arm ſuch a faith is but an imagina 
tion of man, which neuer renueth the hart 
of may ,. noz W At 
Gad, 


| 
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God, neyther doe any god woꝛkes inſue, 
oz any change ok life which faith ſhoulde 
bzing foꝛth. And ther foze they falſly hold o⸗ 
pinið, againſt pᷣ holy (ſcripture and agaynſt 
the holy Doctoꝛs of the church v only faith 
maketh not mẽ righteous, but y they muſt 
alſo haue wozks.vnto who J anlwere that 
this hiſtoꝛical and fond beleefe;, and all the 
woꝛkes that inſue therof, are not only vn- 
able to make a man righteous:but alſo doo 
caſt the parties headlong to the bottome of Sat. 12. 
hel, like vnto thoſe p haue no oyle in their 
lapes, that is to ſay,no liuelp faith in their 
harts . The fayth that maketh men righ⸗ 
teous, is a wozk of God in vs, wherby out 
old man is cruciſied, c wee being tranſfoz- 
med in Jeſus Chꝛiſte, become newe crea⸗ 
tures, t the deere beloued childꝛen of God. Rom 6. 
This heaucnly faith is it that graffeth vs 
into the death and reſurrection of Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, t conſequently moztificth our fleſh 
with the affects ? luſtes therof. Fo2 when 
we by the operation of fayth do knowe our 
ſelues to be dead with Jeſus Chꝛiſte: wee 
are at a full point with our ſelues + with 
the world, x are thꝛoughly reſolued, holu it 
is miete that they which are dead with Je⸗ 
ſus Chziſte, oulde moꝛtiſie their earthly 
D 5 mem⸗ 
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members, that is to wit, the ſinfull affecti- 
ons ofthey2 mind, and the luſts of the fleſh 
t fozalimuch as we know we bee rayſed a- 
gaine w Chꝛiſt, we bend our lelues to the 
leading of aſpirituall & holy life, ike vnto 
that which we ſhal line in heaue, after the 
laſt reſurrection. This holy fayth making 
vs to inioy the general paryon that is pub⸗ 
liſhed by the Goſpel , bzingeth vs into the 
kingdome of our god God, and paciſieth 
our colciences, mainteining vs in cotinual 
toy, & holy x ſpiritual ſweetnes, This ſell⸗ 
ſame faith knitteth vs vntoGod,+ maketh 
him to dwell in our heartes, & clotheth our 
ſoule with himſelf, ſo as thfcefo2th the ho⸗ 
ly Ghoſt moueth vs to doe the ſame things 
wherunto he moued Jeſus Chꝛiſt while he 
was in the world, t was couerſant among 
men, that is to wit, vnto lo wlines, meeke⸗ 
nes, obedientnes vnto God, louingnes E 
other perfections, wherthꝛough we recouer 
p image of God, Fo2 theſe ſelflame cauſes, 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt did rightly attribute bleſſeds 
nes vnto this inſpired faith:which blefſed- 
nes cannot be wout good wozks & holines. 
of life. And how can it bee that a Chꝛiſti⸗ 
an ſhould not become holy, ſeeing that Jes 
fus n is become his holines 1 
y 
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faith; Ther foꝛe by faith we be tuftified x ſa* S. Paule 
ued:andtherfoꝛe S. Paul doth in a maner — — 
alwaies call thoſe Saints, whom we tall me cal 
nowe Chꝛiſtians: who, if they haue not Chzitians, 
Chꝛiſts ſpirit are none of Chꝛiſtes, & conſe⸗ 
quẽtly no Chꝛiſtiãs at al. But if they haue 
the ſpirit of Jeſus Chꝛiſte to rule and go⸗ 
uerne them, we muſt not doubte, but that deckende 
although they knowe well that they bee leruech can. 
made righteous thꝛough faith onely:pet foꝛ not be with 
al that, they will become neuer the moze — 
louthfull to vo god wozkes, Foz Chꝛiſtess 
ſpirite is the ſpirit of loue, and loue cannot 
bee idle, noꝛ ceaſe from the doing of god 
works. But if we will ſay the truth, ama 
can do no god woꝛks, except he firſt know 
himſelfe to be become righteous by faith: 
foꝛ befozehe knoweth that, his dooing of 
god wozkes is rather too make himſelfe 
righteous, than fo2 the loue and gloꝛy of 
God: and ſo he defileth all his woꝛks with 
ſelfeloue, foꝛ the loue of himſelſe and foz 
his own p2ofit. But he that knoweth him⸗ 
ſelfe to be become righteous by the merits 
and righteouſneſſe of Chꝛiſte, ( which hee 
maketh his owne by fayth)laboureth hap- 
pily, e doeth god woozkes, alonely foz the 
loue and glozy of Chitt, and not foꝛ _ 
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himſelfe, noꝛ to make himſelfe righteous, 
And ther vpd it cõmeth, that the true Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtiã, (that is to wit, he that accounteth him 
ſelf righteous by rcaſon of Chziltes righte⸗ 
ouſnes) aſketh not whether god wozks be 
comanded oꝛ not; but being wholly moued 
t pꝛouoked with a certaine violence of god⸗ 
ly loue, he offereth himſelfe willingly to do 
al the woꝛks that are holy 4 Chꝛiſtianlike, 
and neuer ceaſeth to doe well. Ye therefo2e 
which feeleth not the meruailous effects by 
his faith, which we haue heretofoze decla⸗ 
red, y the inſpired faith wozketh in p heart 
of the chꝛiſtiã: Let him aſſure himſelke, that 
he hath not the chꝛiſtiã faith, let him pꝛap 
earneſtly vnto God to gius it him, ſaping: 
Lode, helpe mine vnbeleefe, And when he 
heareth it ſaid, that only faith maketh men 
righteous, let him not deceiue himſelf, x ſay 
What neede J to weary my ſelle in doing 


god wozkes? faith is inough to ſend me to 


Paradiſe. To ſuch an one J anſweare, that 
onely fayth ſendeth vs to Paradiſe:but pet 
let him take god hed:fo2 the diuels doe alſo 
belteue and tremble, as ſaith S. James: 
miſerable man, wilte thou goe w them to 
Paradiſe? y this falſe cocluſid thou maiſt 
know (my bꝛother) in what an erroz — 
: a 
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art : fo2 thou weeneſt to haue the faith that 
maketh men righteous, and thou haſt it 

not. Thou ſapeſt thou art rich, and haſt no 
neede of any thing and thou ſeeſt not howe Apoc. 3 
thou art poꝛe, wꝛetched, blind, and naked. 

J councel the to buy golde of God, that is 
thꝛoughly fired w fire, (that is to ſay, true 

faith ſet on fire with god wozks) to the in⸗ 

tent thou maiſt become riche: and to cloth 

thy ſelf with white raiment (that is to wit 

with Chꝛiſtes innocencie) to the ende that 

the ſhame of thy nakednelle ( which is the 

great filthineſfſe of thy ſinnes) be not ſeene 

to the whole woꝛld. Then is the iuſtifying 
faith as if were a flams of fire, which cãnot 

but caſt foꝛth bꝛightneſle. And like as the 

flame burneth the wod without the helpe g liuely cb 
of the light, and vet the flame cannot bee pariſon, 
without the light: ſo is it alluredly true, 

that fayth alone conſumeth and burneth 
away ſinne without the helpe of woozkes, 

and yet that the ſame kayth cannot be with 

out good wod2kes, Wherefoze , like as if 

we ſee a flameof fire that giueth no light, 

we knowe by and by that it is but vayne 

and painted: euen ſo when wee ſee not 

ſome light of good wooꝛkes in a man, it is 

a token that he hath not the true inſpired 
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Ethat S. faith, which Gad giueth to his choſen, foo 
— 15 iuſtiũie and gloꝛifp them withall. And hold 
cerning it koz certayne, that ©, James meant lo, 
works. when he layde, ſhewe mee thy faith by thy 
James.2- woꝛks, J wil ſhewe thee my faith by my 
works. Fo2 his meaning was, that he w is 
plaged in ambitioulnes, and woꝛldly plea⸗ 
ſurs, beleueth not ( though he ſay he beleue) 
fozaſmuch as he ſheweth not in himſelf the 
a | effects of faith. Alſo we may liken this holy 
competes? faith too the-Godhead which is in Jeſus 
Chailt:whobeing very mi (but wout ſin) 
did wonderful thinges, healing the ſicke, 
giuing ſight to the blind, walking vpon the 
water, andrayſing vp the dead vnto life a⸗ 
gain: & yet the ſe merueilous wozks were 
not the cauſe thathe was God, Foz befo2e 
he did any of thoſe things, he was God and 
the lawful and only begottẽ ſonne of God, 
. and he nerd not to wozke thoſe miracles to 
make himſelf God by them, but fozalmuch 
as he was God, therfoꝛe he did them. And 
ſo, the miracles that Chꝛiſt wꝛaught, made 
him not to be God, but ſhewed openly that 
he was God. In likewiſe, true fayth is as 
it wers a Godhead in the Soule of a Chꝛi⸗ 
ffian, which doeth wonderous wozks, + is 
neuer weary of well doyng, and wor 
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waꝛlis are not the cauſe that a Chꝛiſtian is 
u chꝛiſtian, that is to wit, that he is righte⸗ 
ous, god, holp, and acceptable vntoo God, 
neither needeth he to woozke all thoſe god 
wozkes to become ſuch a ons. But tozabs 
much as he is a chꝛiſtian by fayth, lyke as 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt beinga man was alſo God 
by his Godhead; hee dooth all thoſe good 
woozkes, which make not the cheiſtian to 
be righteous and good, but ſhewe him to be 
good, righteous and holy, Do then, like as 
Chꝛiſtes Godhead was the cauſe that her 
wꝛought miracles ; euen ſo faith wozking 
thzough loue, is the cauſe ofthe god wozks 
that a chꝛiſten man doeth. And like as a 
mũ may ſax of Jeſus Chaift, that hee hath 
done this miracle oz that, « that thoſe mi⸗ 


— that they glozified God, wers 


alfo a great honoꝛ vnto Jeſus Chꝛiſt as he 
was ma, who foꝛ his obedienee enen vnts 
death, was recopenced at Gods had in his 
Teſurredid,4 had geuen vnto him al power 
both in heauen g garth, which he hay not a⸗ 
foe as in reſpect ot his manhad, but deler⸗ 
ued it by ths vnion'w is bet wirt the one

faith in a Chꝛiſtian. which faith by reaſõ of

that we ſay, that faith maketh men righte- . Pet. 2 
dus without the help of woozkes, And the 
reaſon is ready: namely, becauſe that by 

faith we put on Chꝛiſte, and make his ho⸗ 

lineTe and righteouſneſſe to be ours, And 
ſeeing the caſe ſo Tandeth , that Chziltes : 
righteouſneſle (sgrnen'vs by fayeth : wie Gdat f. 
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cannot be ſo thankleſſe, blind, and bnhap- 
pp, as not to beleene that he is of ſufficient 
abilitp, to make vs acceptable and right be⸗ 
foꝛe God. Let vs ſay w the Apoſtle „At the 
bladof Oxen and Goates and the Alhes of 
u Cow ſpꝛinckled, cleanſeth the vncleane, 
as touching the cleanſing of the fleth ;how 


much moze ſhal that blod of Jeſus Chailt, 


who by the euerlaſting ſpirite offered-him- 
ſelfe vndeñiled vnto God, to cleanſe our con⸗ 
ſciences from dead wozkes to ſerue the li- 
uing God ? J pꝛay the now, thou god and 
deuout chꝛiſtid, conſider wel which ol theſe 
two opinions is the ae u $00} 
thiett to be pꝛeached: Durs, which adnan⸗ 
ceth the benefit of Jeſus Chal, tp 
downe the pꝛide of man which wo 7 
on owne wozkes againlt Chailteg, gloꝛp, 
other, which by.affirmuig that, ſazth 
iuſtiſieth not, defaceth the glozy 

aud 4 — of Jeſus Chziſte, and puffeth 
vp the pꝛide ol man, who cannot abide to 
ber iuſtiſied freely by dur L ozd Jeſus Chat 
without ſome merit of his owne. But (lay 
they) it is a greate quickening vp to good 
wonkes to ſay that amanmakethhimlelf 
* befoze God by meanes of _ 
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woꝛkes ure acceptable to Ged,x that he ol 
his mere grace and free liberalitie recom⸗ 
penceth them in paradiſe. But we ſay mozg 
ouer , that no woozkes are god, lauing 
thoſe that (S. Auguſtine ſaith) are done by 
thoſe that are become righteous th:ongh 
faith, becauſe, that if the trie be not god, it 
cannot vcelde god fruit. And furthermoꝛe 
welay; that ſuch as are become righteous 
thꝛough fayth, fozaſmuch as they knowe 
 themiſelnes to be righteous thꝛeugh Gods 
righteouſaneſſe purchaſed by Chꝛiſt. make 
no bargapning with God fo2 their wozks, 
às though they woulde buy their maner ol 
tuftification ſuch as it is with them: but 
beeing inflamed with the loue of God, and 
deſirous to gloꝛiſie Jeſus Chꝛiſt who hath 
made them righteous by geuing them his 
merites and riches; they beſtow all theyz 
whole ſtudie and labour to doe Gods will, 
fighting manfully agaynſt the lone of thẽ⸗ 
ſelues, andagaynft the woꝛld andthe Di- 
uel. And when they fal th2ough frailty of p 
fleſh, they recouer themſelues by and by, & 
are ſo much the moꝛe deſirous to do god, E 
ſo much the moꝛe in loue with their God, 
cõſidering that he layeth not their ſins to 
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Jeſus Chzilt, who hath made ful amendes 
fo2 all his members, vppon the tree of his 
troſſe, and maketh confinuall interceſſion 
fo2 them to the eternall father, who fo2 the 
loue of his onely begotten ſonne beholdeth 
them alwates with a gentle countenance, 
gouerning and defending them as his moſt 
deare childꝛen, and in the end geuing them 
the heritage of the wo2ld, making the lite 
faſhioned to the glozious image of Chailk, 
Theſe louing motions are p ſpurres that 
pꝛicke foꝛ ward the true Chꝛiſtians to doe 
god woꝛks: who conſidering that they are 
become the childꝛen of God thꝛough faith, 
made partakers of his diuine nature, are 
ſtirred vp by the holy Ghoſte dwelling in 
them, to liue as it becommeth the childꝛen 
of ſo great a Loꝛd, & are greately aſhamed 
that they mainteine not the beauty of their 
heanenlynoblenes : and therfoze they im⸗ 
ploy their whole indeuour to the following 
of their fir ſtboꝛue bother Jeſus Chꝛiſt ly⸗ 
ning in great lowlines and meekenes. in al 
thinges lerking the glozy of God, geuing 
their lines foꝛ their bꝛethꝛen, doing god to 


their enimies , gloꝛiyng in þ ſufferance of 


repꝛoches, & in the croſſe of our Loꝛd Jeſus

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nered out of hande of our enimies, to ſerue 

God wout feare, in holines and righteouſ- 

nes all the daies of our life. They ſap with 

D. Paul, The grace of the Loꝛd is appea⸗ 
red, to aboliſh al wickednes and al woꝛld⸗ g;;.,. 
ly deſires in vs, to the end we ſhould liue a 
ſober,holy, and honeſt life in this wozlde, 
wayting foꝛ the bleſſed hope, and foꝛ the 
glozious appeat ing ot the great God and ſa⸗ 
uiour. Theſe and ſuch other like thoughts, 
deſires, and affections, are wꝛought by in⸗ 
ſpired faith in the ſoules of them that are 
become righteous, And as foꝛ him that ey- 
ther wholly oz partly feleth not theſe godly 
- affections and operations in his heart, but 
is geuen ouer to the fleſh and the woꝛld et 
him aſſurs himſelfe, that hee hath not yet 
the iuſtifping faith, noz is the member of 
Chꝛiſt, becauſe he hath not Chꝛiſtes ſpirit, 
aͤnd cõſequently is none of his, and he that 
is none of Chꝛiſtes, is no Chꝛiſtian. Then 
let mans wiſedom ceaſe hencefozth to fight 
agaynſt the righteouſnelſe of the moſt ha- 
iy faith, and let vs gene al the glo2y of our 
iuſtiſication, to the merits of Jeſus Chꝛiſt Gaia.3, 
with whom we be clothed thzough faith.

In what wiſe the Chriſtian is dene 
with Teſus Chriſt. 
ö that by the things afoxefaid. 
à man map eaſily and plainly inough 
perceiue, how a Chꝛiſtian may clothe him- 
ſelfe with Jelus Chꝛiſt:pet neuertheleſla, 
I mind to ſpeake a little of it, aſſuring my 
ſelfe, that vnto the gend and faithiull Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian, it can ſeine: neither grienous noꝛ 
troubleſome to ſpeake therot, although the 
thing were repeated a thouſande tunes, 
Therfoze I lay, that the Chꝛiſtian know- 
eth that JeſlusChꝛiſt, together with al his 
righteouſneſſe, holineſte, and innocentie, is 
his owne thꝛough laith. And like as when 
a man purpoleth to pꝛeſent himſelfe befo2e 
ſome great Lo2de 02 Pꝛinte, he laboureth 
to aray himſele in ſome faire and. coftely 
apparreli: euen fo, when the Chꝛiſtian is 
decked and araped with the innocencie of

Chꝛiſt, is nothing elſe but to beleue foꝛ a 
tertaintie, that Chꝛiſt is wholy ours: and 
ſo is he in very deede, if we beleue ſo, and 
hold our ſelues aſſured, that by the ſame 
heanenly garment we be recetuev into fa⸗ 
uour befoze God. Foz it is moſte certaine 
that he as a molt deere father hath geuen 
vs his ſonne: meaning that all his righte⸗ 
ouſneſſe, and al that euer he is, can, oꝛ hath 
done, ſhould be in our power and iuriſdicti⸗ 
on, in ſuch wiſe as it ſhoulde be lawfall fox 
vs ko make our boaſt of them, as if we had 
done, purchaſed, and deſerued them, by aur 
owne ſtrength. And whoſoeuer beteeneth 
this,ſhal find that his belief is god x true, 
as we haue ſhewed heretofoꝛe. Then mult 
the Chꝛiſtiã haue a ſtedfaſt faith x beliefe, y 
al the gods al the graces,t al the riches of 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt, are his: fo2 ſith y God hath 
geuen vs Jeſus Chꝛiſt himſelt, how ſhould 
it be poſſibls that he hath not geuen vs all 
things w him?

This 
only belcefe and truſt p we haue in the me⸗

man coulde be a Chꝛiſtian without the ha⸗ 
uing of Chꝛuſtes ſpirite: oꝛ as though wee 
coulde without flat hipocriſie ſay, that Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſt is our Loꝛd, oꝛ call God our fa- 
ther, it the holy Ghoſt moue not our harts 
and toungs to vtter ſo ſweete wozdes. And 
pet notwithſtanding, enen they that count 
vs p2eſuptuous foz ſaying that God hath 
geuen vs his holy ſpirite, with faith, foz- 
bid vs not to ſay euery day Our Father, but 
rather commaunde vs, But J would haue 
them to tell me, how it ts poſſible to ſepa- 
rate fayth andthe holy Ghoſt aſunder, ſce- 
ing that faith is the peculiar woꝛke of the 
holy Oholt: If it be pꝛeſumption tobeleue 
that the holy Ghoſt is in vs, why doeth ©, * 

Paul bid p Coꝛinthiãs try theſelues whe- 
ther they haue faith oꝛ no, affirming them 
to be repꝛobates, if they know not 5; Je- 

ſuz Chꝛiſt is in the? But in very deed, it is 
a great blindnes to accuſe the Chꝛiſtiãs of 
pꝛeſumptuouſnes foꝛ taking vpon them to 
gloꝛy of the p:eſence of the holy Ghoſte. 
without w gloꝛ ping, there cannot be any 
Chzilkianity at al. But Jeſus Chꝛiſt (who 
tãnot lx) ſaith, p his ſpirit is vnknowẽ to p 
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within whom he dwelleth. Then let them 
begin to become god Chziſtians,and put a⸗ 
way their Jewiſh mindes, and imbzace the 
grace of the holy Goſpel in god earneſt: x 
then ſhal they know that the god and true 
Chꝛiſtians both haue the holy Ghoſt, x alſo 
acknowledg ethẽſelues to haue him. But 
ſome one may ſay to me, that the Chꝛiſtiã 
cannot by any meanes know that he is in 
Gods fauour, without ſome ſpeciall reue⸗ 
lation: and ſo conſequently, that he cannot 
know whether he be pꝛedeſtinated oz no. 
And he may ſpeciallp alledge theſe wozdes 
of Solomon, A man knoweth not whether 
he be woꝛthy of hatred oꝛ of loue: and alſo 
theſe woꝛdes ol the Apoſtle S. Paul to the 
Cozinthians:J feele not my ſelfe guilty of 


know — any thing, and pet feele J not my ſelfe iuſti⸗

fied fo2 all that. Jtſcemeth to be ſufficient⸗ 
ly declared by the textes of holy ſcripture, 
that the ſayde opinion is falſe; and now re⸗ 
mayneth onely to bee ſhewed bziefly, that 
theſe two tertes wherevpon the ſame opi⸗ 
nion is chielly grounded, ought not too bee 
taken in that ſenſe. As touching Solo⸗ 
monsſentence,although it be ſcarce wel r 
faithfully tranſlated in the commontranſ⸗ 
lation: pet is on not any man ſo _ 2

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whdin reading Solomõs whole diſcourſe. 
map not plamely perceiue, that by ſaying 
ſo, he ment, that ifany man will take . 
him toiudge by the talualties, that happen #2 ® —_ 
in this life, who is loued oꝛ hated of God: ite, no man 
Her laboureth in vains , conſidering that can iuvge 
the ſelfeſame chaunces which light vpp on — - 
the righteous:light alſo vpon the vnrighte- Gods caucy 
ous : vpon him that ſacrifizeth, aſwell as on diſplea· 
vpon him that ſacrifizeth not: and as ſoone ſurt. 
vppon the god man as vppon the ſinner , 
Mhereok it may be gathered, that G O D 
doeth not alwayes ſhew his lone towards 
thoſe whome he indueth with outwarde 
pꝛoſperities: and contrariwiſe, that hee 
ſheweth not his diſpleaſure towards thoſe 
whome he puniſheth. Then nip ryght 
deare bꝛethꝛen in Chꝛiſte Jeſus our Lozds 
doe you thinke it reaſon to conclude, that a 
man cannot bee ſure of Gods fauour, be⸗ 
cauſe the ſame ſureneſſe cannot bee pertei⸗ 
ued by the ſundꝛy chaunces, that happen e⸗ 
uery day in theſe tranſifo2y and tempoꝛall 
thinges ? A little afoze, Solomon ſaith 
that a man cannot diſcerne any difference 
betweene the ſoule of man, and the life of 
a Beaſt: fo2 if is ſene that both man and 
Beaſt dye after one manner. Shall wee 
then conclude by this outwards accident, 
Wy G5 that 
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that the perſwaſis which we haueconceas 
ued ot the immoztality of p ſoule, isgroun⸗ 
ded but only vpon coniecture: No ſurelp: 
and it were a great folly to ſtande vppon a 
thing ſonotably knowne, And as foz D. 
Paules woꝛdes, J ſay, that foꝛzaſmuche as 
he was ſpeaking of the adminiſtration of | 
the Golpell, her ment that his hearte mil⸗ 
giues him not of any mildealing therein, 
And yet fo all that, that he is not ſure hee 
hath done his whole dutie to the full; and 
therein obteined the pꝛayle of rightcouſnes 
to Godward as if he had done all that per⸗ 
tepned and was conuenient to be done by 
a faithful Steward: and therefozc in ſpea⸗ 
king of his office, like a iuſt and diſcrete 
perſon, he durſt not iuſtiſie himſelfe,noz a⸗ 
now that he had diſcharged his dutie to the 
bttermoſt, and ſatiſfied his Loꝛds wil, but 
re ferred all thinges to the only iudgement 
of his Loꝛd. And verily, wholoeuer readeth 
theſe woꝛdes of the Apoſtle S. Paul, and 
_conſivereth the wozdes going afoze them 
with ſome iudgement, andlikewile the 
wo2des that folow:wil not doubt, but this 
is the true ſenſe of them. J know well that 
ſome men in expounding theſe wo2des ot 
the Apoſtle D. Paul, lap, that although hee 
knew himſelle to be without * = 
ne 
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Knew not whether hee were righteous to 
God ward oꝛ no, accoꝛding as Dauid affir- 
meth, that no man can perfectly know his 
dine ſinnes. But theſe men per ceiued not Rom.. 5. 
that S. Paul groundeth not righteouſnes 
vppon woozkes but vppon faith, and that 
he vtterly refaſeth his owne righteouſnes 
to imbzace onely the righteonſneſſe which 
God hath geuen vs, thꝛough our Loꝛd Je⸗ h 
ſus Chꝛiſt. Alſo they coſiver not, p he was Philllp.3- 
mol certaine to be accepted foz righteous, | 
in mainteining the ſoundneſſe purenes 
of the Chꝛiſtian faith, and that hee knewe 
well how the crowne of that rightcoufnes 
was laide vp foꝛ him in heauen: and alſo, \ Tim 4: 
that he was fully aſſured, that no creature . 
in heauen, earth, noꝛ hel, was able to ſepa⸗ . 
rate himfrom the lone of God,and that he 
longedfo die becauſehe knew foꝛ a trueth, gms. 
that after his death, he ſhould bee with Je⸗ 
ſus Chꝛiſt. al which things ſhould be falſe 
ir he had not bern well aſſured that he was Pb . 
righteous, (J meane) by faith, and not by 
'wozks. Therfoꝛe my dearelp beloued bze- 
thꝛen, let vs ceaſſe to ſpeake p thing of the 
Apoſtle S. Paul, w he neuer once thought 
ok himſelf, but fircely fought againſt it con⸗ 
tinually, in anſwering ſuche as meafured 
righteduſnelſe by woꝛkes, and not by faith 
8 in 
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in our Loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſte. But beffved 

thele two authoꝛities of Solomon and . 

Paul, a man myght alledge ſome other pia 

ces of Yoly Scripture, which wheras they 

warne and encourage men to feare GD 

| ſeme to be contrary tw the aſlurance of 
The two this our P2edeſtination, And if J would 


coxesor... declare them all particularly, Jſhoulde be 


le t flauith, ouerlong . But J ſay generally, that the 
feare of puniſhment was pꝛoper to the old 
Teſtament, and childly lone to the newe 
Teſtamente: accozding as Saint Paul 
witneſleth, when her ſaith to the Romans, 
pee haue not receiued the ſpirite ot bondage 
to feare: but ve haue receined the ſpirite 
of adoption, whereby wee crie, father, fa⸗ 
1 Tim. 1 ther. And likewiſe vnto Timothie heſaith, 
that G O D hath not genen vs the ſpirite 
of fearefullnes, but rather of power and 
loue: which ſpirite Jeſus Chꝛiſte hath ge- 
uen vs accoꝛding too the pꝛomiſe made by 
mouth of the Poly Pꝛophetes, and 
20uccht to paſſe, that wd being deliue red 
out of our enimies handes, may ſerue him 
without feare befoꝛe his holy pꝛeſente, in 
all holyneſle e righteouſneſſe all the dayes 
ol our life. By theſe and many other places 
of the holy Scripture, a man may playnly 
gather that the paineful and RE

fulnefſe agreethnot with a Chꝛiſtian: and 

this 1s already confirmed by this,that ſuch 

manner of fearefulneſſe is vtterly contra⸗ 

ry to the ſpirituall cheerefulneſſe and 1oy, 

which is peculiar to the Chaiſtian , as the 

Apoſtle Saint Paul ſhewethopenly to the Rom. 14 
Romanes , ſaying that the kingdome of 

Ood is righteouſnefle, and peace, andioy 

in the holy Ghoſt:that is to ſay,that euer y 

man which entereth into the kingdome ol 

the grace ofthe Goſpell, is become righte⸗ 

ous thꝛough faith : and after warde addeth 

. peace of conſcience, which conſequently 

b:edeth ſuch a ſpir ituall andholy reſt and Ephe.6. 
gladnes, in reſpect wherof, the fame Saint pyitp.4 . 
Paul doth oftentimesincourage the Chzto 

fians to live meryly , And Saint Peter pet.. 
ſayth, that all they which belteue in Jeſus 

Chaiſte , doe continually reiopce with an 
vnſpeakeable and gloꝛious 1oy , notwith⸗ 

ſtanding that they be afflicted with diuerſe 
temptations. And therefoze when the holy The flaui 
Scripture thzeatneth and frayeth the chꝛi⸗ (ate Mes 
ſtians, thep muſt vnderſtande, that it ſpea- wicked, and 
keth to ſuch as are ſo licencious, that fozſo- — thildly 
muche as they kerpe not the thankfulneſſe tagt the 
t honeſty that belõg to Gods childꝛzen, they cholen. 
mult be handled as ſeruantes, and hilde in 

awe, vntill they come to taſte and — 
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 howſweete and pleaſant theLozd is, and 
vntill ſuch time as faith wozke his effectes 
in them, and that they haue ſo much childs 
lp loue, as may ſufficetokepe and mains 
teine them in honeſtie ofCh2iſftianconners 
ſation, and in folowing the example of sur 
Lo2de Jeſus Chꝛiſte. And when the ſelfe 
ſame ſcripture exhozteth Chꝛiſtians to the 
true feare: it meaneth not that they ſhould 
fcare the iudgement and wꝛath of God, as 
though it were pꝛeſently ready to tondẽne 
the : fo2 as J haue ſaide alreadp) by the re⸗ 
coꝛd which the holy Ghoſt geueth to they2 
ſpirite, they knowe that God hath choſen 
them and called them, of his owne mcere 
mercy.and not foꝛ their deſerts. By reaſon 
whereof, they doubt not at all, but p by the 

ſelfeſame godnefle t mercy, he will main⸗ 
teine them in the happy ſtate wherein hee 
hath placed them. And after ſuche manner 
—ů the ſcripture erhoꝛteth them not to llauiſh 
Feare, feare but to childiſhe, that is to wit, that 
Epde 4. linke god childꝛen they ſhoulde ber loath to 
offend againſt the Chꝛiſtian religion, oa to 
commit any thing againſt the duty and ho 
neſtie of Gods true childꝛen, and likewiſe 
tw greeue the holy Ghoſt that dwelleth in 
them: to the ende that knowing thaces- 
— ol our ——— | 
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waves be h&defull and diligent, and neuer 

haue any truſt in our ſelues;fo2 in our fleſh 

and in our mindes do the appetites and af- 

fections continually dwell: which, as dead⸗ 

ly enimies of the ſoule, lay a thouſande 

ſnares and vaptes fo2 vs, inceſſantly la⸗ 

bouring too make vs pzowde, ambicious, 
lecherous, and couetous. This is the feare 

where vnto the whole Scripture exhoꝛteth 

the Chꝛiſtiaes that haue once taſted ho we 

fweete the Loꝛde is, and which beſtowe all 

their indeuour in following Chꝛiſtes fotes 
ſteppes,who caſt not from them this holy 

feare, becauſe they labour to put of the old 

man. And the god Chꝛiſtians mult neuer 

bereaue themſelues quite 4 cleane of this 

childly feare, which is the ſingular friends 

of Chꝛiſtian charitie, like as the ſlauiſhe 

feare is ſuch an enemie vnto it, as they can 

by no meanes dwell togeather. And by the 

the fozeſaide thinges, a man may plainely v0. 
perteiue, that the god Chꝛiſtian ought rant himſelt 
neuer too doubt of the foꝛgiueneſſe of his the fozgencs 
ſinnes, noꝛ of Gods fauour. Meuertheleſſe, — * 
foz the better ſatiſfivyng of the Keader, 1 
purpoſe to ſet downe here vnder, cer- 

tayne authozities of the holy Dogours, 

which confirme this tozeſaid trueth. Saint 
Hyllary in his fifth Canon vpon * 
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ſapeh, it is Gods wyll, that we ſhould hope 
without any doubfing of his vnknowne 
wil. Fo2 if the beliefe ber doubtfull, there 
can bee no righteouſnefſe obteined by be- 
leeuing. And thus wee lee, that acco2ding to 
S. Hyllary, a man obfeineth not foꝛgeue⸗ 
nefle of his ſinnes at Gods hande, except 
he beleeue vndoubtedly to obfeine it. And 
god right it is that it ſhoulde bee ſo. Fo2 
he that doubteth, is like a wane of the ſea, 
which is talſed and turmopled with the 
winde. And therefoze let not ſuche a one 
thinke to obteine any thing at Gods hand. 
But let vs heare Saint Auguſtine, who 


S. Augutt. in his Manuell counſelleth vs too dꝛiue a⸗ 


And when J thinke vpon the Loꝛds death, 
the multitude ol my ſinnes cannot diſmay 


way the ſaide foliſh imagination, which 
intendeth to diſpoſſeſſe vs of the foꝛeſaide 
god and ſage aſſuredne ſle. Let ſuch foliſh 
imagination (ſapth hee) murmure as much 
as it liſteth, ſaying, who art thou ? Howe 
great is that gloꝛy? By what delertes ho⸗ 
peſt thou too obteine it? J anl were allu⸗ 
redly: J knowe in whome J haue beleeued 
and J know that hes ( of his great lone) 
hath made me his ſonne : J knowe hee is 
true of his pꝛomiſe, and able tw perfourme 

his woꝛde: Fo2 hee can doe what hee wilt. 


mer, 
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me, fo2 in his death doe J put all ny 
truſt. Vis death is my whole deſert, it is 
my refuge, it is my ſaluation, my life and 
reſurrection, and the mercy of the Lo2de is 
mp deſert, A am nat poꝛe of deſert, ſo long 
as the Loꝛd of mercy fapleth me not. And 
fith the merties of þ Lozd are many: many 
alſo are my deſeruinges. The moꝛe p hte is 
of power to ſaue, the moꝛe am J ſure tobe 
ſaued. The ſame ©. Auguſtin talking with 
GO D in another place, ſayth that he 
had deſpayzed by reaſon of his great ſinnes 
and infinite negligences, if the wooꝛde of 
GO D had not become fleſh , And anone 
after, het ſapth thefe wozdes : All my hope 
all the aſſurance ot m truſt is ſetled in his 
pzecious blod, which was ſhedfoz vs and 
fo; our ſaluation. In him mypoze heart 
taketh bꝛeath: and putting my whole 
truſt in him, J long to come vnto thee O 
Father, not hauing mine owne righteouſ⸗ 
neſſe, but that righteouſneſſe of thy ſonne 
Jeſus Chziſte. In theſe two places Saint 
Auguſtine ſheweth plainelp, that the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian muſt not be afraide, but aſſure him 
ſelle of righteonfneſſe , by grounding him⸗ 

bpon his owne wozkes, but vpon 


lelle, not 
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cleanſeth vs from all our ſinnes „and 
maketh our peace with GD D. Saint 
8. Bernard Bernarde in his firſt Sermon vppon the 
; Annunciation ſayeth moſte emdently, 
that it is enough to belteue that a man can 
haue foꝛgiueneſſe of our ſinnes, but by 
Gods mercy : no2 any one god deſire 02 as 
bilifte to doe ſo muche as one god wozke, 
except GD D gene it him: no noꝛ that 
a man cannot deſerue eternall life by his 
woꝛkes, but if G O D gene him the gifte 
ſo to beleeue : But beſides all theſe things 
(ſayth Saint Bernard) which ought rather 
to be counted a certaine entraunce and 
foundation ot our faith, )it is needeful that 
thou beleeue alſo, that thy ſinnes are fo2- 
geuen thee fo2 the loue of Jeſus Chꝛiſte. 
Eche one S&howe this holy man confeſſeth that it 
mull betes is not enough to belcene generally the foz- 
dis finnes geueneſſe of ſinnes : but hee muſk alſo be⸗ 
arereleaſed lecue partiularly that his owne ſinnes are 
— foꝛgeuen him by Jelus Chꝛiſte, and the 
realon is ready at hande: namelp, that foz- 
aſmuche as GD D hath pꝛomiſed thee to 
accept the foꝛ righteons thꝛough the me⸗ 
rites of Jeſus Chꝛiſte, if thou belene not 
that thou art become righteons th2ough 
him, thou makelt GOD alper, and conſe- 
# 2 - quently 
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quently thou-makeſt thy ſelfe vnwozthie 

of thy grace and liberality. But thou wilt 
fay toms, Jbeleeus wel the fozgeueneſſe of 
ſinnes, and Jknowe that GD Dis true: 
but Jamakfraide that J am not woꝛthie to 
haus ſo great a gift. I anſwere, that the 
foꝛgiuenes of thy ſinnes ſhall not be a gift 
ol fre grace, but a wages, if God ſhauide 
geue it -thee foz the wozthinelle of thy 
wozkes.3But J reply vpon the, that God 
accepteth thee foz righteous, and laieth not 
thy ſinne to thy charge, becauſe of Chꝛiſts 
merits,which are geuen.vato ther, and be- 
come thine by faith. Therefoꝛe, following 
the Counſell of aint Bernard, belteue 
thou not onely the foꝛgeueneſſe of ſinnes 
m generall, but alſo apply the ſame beliefs 
to thing owne particular perſon, by bele- 
uing without any doubt, that all thy mil⸗ 
doinges are pardoned thee though Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt. And in ſo doing thou ſhalt geue the 
glozy vnto G O D, by confeſſing hym to 
bee mercifull and true, and ſhalt become 
righteous and holy befoze GO D, foꝛſo⸗ 
muche as by the ſame confeſſion , the holp⸗ 
neſſe t righteonſneſſe of Jeſus Chailt,thal- ä 
bee communicated vntoo thee . But to re⸗ 
20 _s 7 GaN — 
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kap, that by the thinges abous menrioned, 
a man map euidently perteiue/ that the al⸗ 
ſurance of Pꝛedeſtination doeth ai hurt, 
but rather greatly pꝛolite the true Chiſti⸗ 
ans. And thinke not that it can hurt the 
falſe Chꝛiſtians and repꝛobates. Foz albe⸗ 
it that ſuch ma: mer of folke woulde bears 
themſelues in hande, and pꝛetende tw the 
wozldewarde to bee of the number of the 
pꝛedeſtmate: pet can they neuer perfwade 
theyꝛ owne conſcientos, which Will euer 
be gnawing and crying out to the tontra⸗ 
ry. But pet it ſemeth greatly, chat the do⸗ 
>rine of Pꝛedeſtination may hurt them. 
Iz they bee wonto toy : Jf J be ot the 
number ok the repꝛobates, what ſhall if a⸗ 
uaple mer ta doe gay woꝛkes: And if J ber 
of ths number of the pzodeinate, Jſhal bo 
faued without any labouring of mine to 
doe god wo2kes . A anſ were thee at fews 
woꝛdes, that by ſuche diueliſhe arguments 
they intreaſe Gods wꝛath againſt them⸗ 
ſelues, who hath diſcloſed the knowledge 
of Pꝛedeſtination too the Chꝛiſtians, to 
make them whot, and not colde in the lous 
of God : and to ſet them fo: warde and not 
backe ward vnto good wozkes. And theres

deth himſelle alluredip pꝛedeſtinated bnts 
euerlaſting lyke, and to be ſaued, not at all 
by his owne merits,but by Gods election, 
who hath pzedeſfinated vs not foz our 
owne wszks lakes, but to ſhew the great⸗ 
neſle ol his mercie: And en the other five 
endeuoureth himſelfe to doe god woozkes 
after the example of Jeſus Chꝛiſt almuch 
as it his ſaluation depended vpon his own 
pollicy and paines taking. As foz him that 
cealſeth to do god becauſe of the doctrine of 
2edeſfination,ſaping:If J be pꝛedeſtina⸗ 
ted, J ſhall be ſaued without ſtrapning of 
my {elf ts doe god wezkes : he ſheweth e⸗ 
nidently, that his trauelling is not ſoꝛ the 
loue of God, but foz the loue of himſelſe. 
By reaſon whereof, the woozkes that he 
doeth, may perhaps be good and holy too 
the ſight ol men, but they bee wicked and 
abhominable befoze the Loꝛde God, who 
bath an eye tothe intent. And herevppen it 
map be gathered, that the docrine of Pꝛe⸗ 
deſfinaf15 wozketh rather god than harm 
to the falſe Chꝛiſtians. Fo2 it diſconereth 
their hypocriſie, which cannot curs it ſelfs 
ſo long as it lieth hidden Under the mantle 
ol out ward wozkes. But J woulde haus 
them that ſay;J will not ſtreine my ſelle 
V3 do do 
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fo doe wel, fo2 if I be pꝛedeſtinated: Jſhal 
be ſaued without tiring of my leif ſo much: 
I ſay, J woulde haue them tell me, howe 
it happeneth, that when they be diſeaſed, 
they lay not alſo J will haue neither Phi- 
fition noꝛ phiſicke : foꝛ lake what God had 
determined vpon me, cannot but come ta 
paſſe? why eate they: why dyinke they ? 
why till they the ground? why plant they 
Uines ? & why be they lo diligent in doing 
all thinges conuenient foꝛ to ſuſtaine y bo⸗ 
die? why lay they not alfo , that all theſs 
turmoylings, pollicies, tranailes ofours 
are ſuperfluous,fozaſmuch as it is not pol⸗ 
ſible,but that whatſoeuer God hath foꝛe⸗ 
ſcene and determined concerning our lifex 
death, muſt needs come to paſſe 2 And ther⸗ 
_ foe if Gods pꝛouidẽce make the not negli⸗ 
gent and idle in thinges pertayning to the 
bodie:why ſhould it make the moze llouth⸗ 
full and negligent-in that which concers 
neth the Chꝛiſtian perfection, which with⸗ 
out all compariſon is farre nobler then the 
body? But foꝛaſmuche as we ſee that ney 
ther Jeſus Chꝛiſt, noz Saynte Paule, fo: 
any doubt of offending the repꝛobats haue 
fozbozne to pꝛeache the trueth, which is nes | 
_ eeary to the edifping of the AR 
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of Chriſtes death. 

fone of whom the euerlaſting ſonne of Bod 
became man, and was put to death vpo the 
Croſſe; we alſo in likewiſe ought not to 
foꝛbeare the pꝛeaching of Pꝛedeſtination 
to the true Chꝛiſtians, ſoꝛaſmuche as wee 
haue ſcene, that it impozteth greate edifl- 
cation. 

Now are we come to the end of our pur⸗ 
poſe, wherein our chiefe intent hath beene 
(acco2ding to our ſmall power) to magnify 
the wonderful benefit which the Chziſfen 
man hath receiued by Jeſus Chꝛiſt crucift- 
ed, & to ſhewe that faith of her ſelfe alone 
iulkificth,that is to wit, that God receiueth 
e holdeth them foꝛ righteous, which beleus 
ſtedfaſfly,y Chꝛiſt hath made full amends 
fo2 their ſinnes: howbeit, that as light can 
not be ſeparated from fire, which of it ſelfe 
burneth and denoureth al thinges : euen ſo 
god wozkes cannot bee ſeparated from 
ſaith, which alone by it ſelfe iuſtiſieth. 

And this holy doctrine (which exalteth 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and rep2eſſeth abateth the 
pꝛide of man) hath and al wapes ſhalbe re⸗ 
iected, and fonght agaynſt, by ſuch Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans as haue Jewiſh myndes. But happie 
is hee, who following the example of Saint 
Paule, ſpopleth himſelfe of his owne righ- 

teouſnes, 
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en would haue none other righ⸗ 
teouſneſſe, than that which is of Jeſus 

A Chꝛiſt, where with if he be clothed and ap⸗ 
| pareled,he may moſt aſſaredly appeare bes 
fo:eGod,and ſhal receiue his bleſſing and 
the heritage ofheaucn and earth, with his 
onely ſonne Jeſus Chꝛiſt our Lo2de : too
